PROJECT DESCRIPTION: Construction of a new, one-story 4,981 sq. ft. single-family
residence, grading, pool and spa, drainage improvements, Fire Department turnaround, and
on-site wastewater treatment system.

STAFF RECOMMENDATION:

Staff recommends that the Commission open and continue the public hearing to determine
whether a substantial issue exists with respect to the grounds on which the appeal has been
filed for the following reasons:

Pursuant to 830621 of the Coastal Act, a hearing on an appeal shall be set no later than
49 days after the date on which the appeal is filed with the Commission. An appeal of
the subject decision was filed with the Commission on September 21, 2006. The only
available Commission hearing within 49 days is the October 2006 hearing.

In accordance with 813112 of the California Code of Regulations, on September 22,
2006, staff notified the City of Malibu of the appeal and requested that all relevant
documents and materials pertaining to the project be forwarded to the Commission.
These file materials have not yet been received by staff and there was not sufficient time
to analyze the subject project and prepare a staff report or recommendation for
Commission action at the October 12, 2006 hearing. Therefore, pursuant to 813112, the
Commission should open and continue the substantial issue hearing on Appeal A-4-
MAL-06-125 until all relevant materials are received. The substantial issue hearing will
be scheduled for Commission action at a later hearing.
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
